Blackgum

Native trees are well adapted to the conditions in
mid-Missouri, and are acclimated to our local soils and
climate. These trees provide habitat for birds, wildlife, and
pollinators.

Large trees such as oaks, tulip poplar, bald cypress, river
birch, sycamore, or blackgum. Smaller trees that can tolerate
some shade like serviceberry, hawthorn, redbud, or
dogwood.
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
